but ſweet-Paſtes are beſt, that are made

a Minnow, or Gut of a Hen, Chicken, 

or the Guts of any Fiſh: But the Eele 

may be (eſpecially) taken with a very 
little Lamprey ; but ſome call it a Pride : 

_ and may (in the hot Months )) be found 

in the River Thames, 

Now an Eele never ( except it be by 
chance) ſtirs in the day - time; and 
therefore, are uſually Caught in the 
night, by laying a Linc, with a many 
Hooks to it, croſs a Rziver or Pond ; 
| baited with ſome of the afore - ſajd 
Baits: But theſe are Things ſo com- 
mon, that it is not worth while to write 
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Of. But there is avery pretty way to 
Like them, which is called empghling, 
which is thus; Obſerve your time 
( which muſt be in a hot Summers-day) 
when the Water is lowelit, you may take 
a ſtrong ſmall hook,tyed to a ſmall !trong 
Linc, abouta yard long : And then ( be- 
cauſe that the Eeles hide themſclves un- 
der Board - Planks, about Fler-7aics, 
or Wires, or A7ills, or in Holes in the 
River-Baiks, ) you may put into one of 
theſe Holes, or between any Boards 
about a Mill, or under any great Stone, 
or Plank, or any Place where you think 
an cle may hide, or ſhelter her ſelf) 
there ({ by the help of a ſhort Stick ) 
-Put-in your Bait ; but leaſvrely, and as 
far as you can convenicntly ; And if 
there be an Fel there, ke will certainly 
gorge up your Bait; and you need 
not doubt to have him, if you pull him
